AINGHES OF SNOW 
HEAVEST OF WINTER 


Airplane ‘Fransportation Vir- 
tually Halted—Street Cars 
and Busses Overtaxed. 


The heaviest snow of the winter, 
four inches as recorded at the 
Weather Bureau, fell on St. Louis 
yesterday from a gloomy sky. In- 
termittently through the day the 
flakes were whipped about by a 
veering wind. ie, 

Travel was made hazardous for 
vehicles and pedestrians, and air- 
plane movements were virtually 
halted. No plane left Lambert-St. 
Louis Airports and only one came 
in, an American Airways express 
plane from Evansville, Ind.,. which 
arrived shortly before 9 a. m. 

Street cars and motor busses ran 
behind schedules, although 30 
sweepers and several scrapers were 
sent out and crews were at work 
through the day salting switches 
and throwing gravel at bus’ stops. 
Many left their own automobiles 
at home and traveled in the street { 
cars and busses. 

The snow was general through- 
out Missouri and a. wide belt of 
states in the Middle West. The 
Automobile Club oef' Missouri re- 
ported all State highways open,.but 
recommended that ‘no traveling ex- 
cept that absolutely necessary be 
undertaken. 

In the western part of the State 
rain was falling last night, and was 
freezing on top of the snow. Else- 
where drifts had formed, and con- 
cealed the edges of the highways, 
creating the danger of running off 
the road. 

At the airport drifts about three 
feet high were formed in some spots 
and others had been whipped bar- 


ren by the wind. | 
Occasional snow flurries were 
predicted for today with continued

Six Flyers Continue Search. 
Snow and sleet swirled over thd 
rugged and sparsely settled Utah- 
Wyoming plateau, making anything 
more than a cursory search impos- 
sible either from the air or ground. 
Nevertheless, six United Air Line 
pilots took off late in the day to 
scan the snow-covered peaks and 
canyons until. darkness forced them 
back. Piloting the searching planes 
were Jack O’Brien and E. L. Yura- 
vich, George Boyd and Robert Hick- 
son, and H. A. Collison and James 
Belding.

They are Howard's Cleaners, Inc., 
doing business as Howard's Clean- 
ers, and Tabler’s Cleaners, with 
headquarters at 2515 North Grand 
boulevard and about 30 branches, 
and the Supreme Cleaners, 6635 
Delmar boulevard. 

R. K. Ryland, State NRA Compli- 
ance Director, also stated that the 
cases would be referred to the De- 
partment of Justice for investiga- 
tion. Violation is punishable by a 
maximum fine of $500. 

First of Kind Here. 

The order was the first made on 
recommendation of a code. authori- 
ty in St. Louis. Two Blue Hagies 
were removed last fa!'l for violation 
of the President’s Re-employment 
Agreement. | 

Action against Howard's Clean- 
ers, Inc., followed a hearing at noon 
today before Ryland after a recom- 
mendation that the insignia be 
withdrawn had been sent to the Na- 
tional Compliance Director at 
Washington by A. P. Hartman, 
chairman of the code authority for 
the industry in the St. Louis dis- 
trict. 

The specific violations cited was 
a newspaper advertisement appear- 
ing Feb. 15 offering to clean 
dresses, suits and overcoats for 69 
cents “cash and carry,” whereas 
the code minimum was 75 cents.

states. 

“Howard's has, in the past, and 
will, in the future, maintain the 
schedule of wages and hours for 
its employes called for in the dry 
cleaning code,” the statement read. 
“We will continue to conform to 
all the provisions of the code that 
are just and valid.

FINDS PAPERS ON 
STAVISKY SCANDAL 


Discovers Records in Per- 
sonal Files, Turns Them 
Over to Magistrate - for 
Safe-Keeping. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Feb. 24.—Important pa- 
pers presumably bearing on the 
$40,000,000 Serge Stavisky swindle 
at the Bayonne municipal bank 
and pawnshop were found today 
in the personal files of Judge Al- 
bert Prince of the Court of Ap- 
peals, who was murdered on a train 
near Dijon, Wednesday night or 
Thursday morning. 

The judge’s son, Raymond Prince, 
who made the discovery, turned 
the papers over to Theodore 
Lescouve, highest magistrate in 
France, for safe keeping. 

When slain, Judge Prince was 
under summons to testify in an 
investigation of the Stavisky af- 
fair. He was presumed to have 
known the inside story of the case 
and police did not hesitate to ad- 
vance the theory that he had becn 
murdered to silence him. His body, 
bound ‘hand and foot, was found 
on railroad tracks. His brief case 
was looted of records pertaining 
to the Stavisky case, but his pock- 
etbook and valuables were intact. 

The son said the Judge had been 
prepared to give the names of sev- 
eral prominent personages involved 
in the Stavisky scandak “My fa- 
ther was about to make a report 
involving several prominent persons 
whose names I will give,” said the 
gon. “There were various parts of 
his Stavisky report in the brief case 
which were stolen.” 

Minister of Justice Cheron told 
Cabinet members today that new 
arrests were planned in the scan- 
dal, and that “many holes”. had 
been found in the judicial and po- 
lice action in the case.

Hitler 
was scheduled to speak tonight, 
with the oath the main ceremony 
tomorrow. | 

The more than a million Nazi 
functionaries—1,017,000 to be exact 
—will swear fealty in unison, their 
right hands raised in the Hitler sa- 
lute. They will thereby duplicate 
what more than 3,000,000 Nasi 
Storm Troopers and Steel Helmet 
veterans did automatically when 
they joined their Brown Shirt bat- 
talions. Thus, in all, more than 4- 
000,000 Germans, or one citizen out 
of every 15, will have pledged abso- 
lute obedience to the Chancellor. 

These four millions hold all the 
power in the new Germany, except 
that represented by the army. But 
the army, too, is Hitler’s instru- 
ment, for since Dec. 1, 1933, its oath

AYERS BANK EMPLOVE 
HELD, RETURNS 945,00 


Jacksonville, ll, Probably 
Saved Money by Embezzle- 
ment as Depository Closed. 


By the Associated Press. 

JACKSONVILLE, [il Feb. 24.— 
Louis P. Hauck, arrested today on 
a charge of embezzling Jackson- 
ville funds to the amount of $57,- 
000, tonight turned over $45,000 in 
cash and bonds to be returned to 
the city. 

Under former City Treasurer H. 
K. Chenoweth, Hauck, a fellow em- 
ploye of the closed Ayers National 
Bank, had charge of the collection 
of special city assessments. The 
money was given to Chenoweth’'s 
attorney, H. P:> Samuell, who said 
he would return it to the city. 

Hauck, a 47-year-old former book- 
keeper in the closed bank, had 
earlier in the day admitted taking 
$45,000 from special assessment 
funds, authorities said. He was 
arrested on a warrant sworn out by 
Mayor Wainright. Hauck was re- 
leased on $5000 bond and officials 
said a special Morgan County 
grand jury had been called. 

Hauck told officers he planned 
to return the money which he said 
he employed in speculation and as- 
serted he would have been able “to 
repay it all soon” the way the mar- 
ket had been going lately. 

City officials tonight said Hauck 
might unwittingly have been the 
cause of saving a large part df the 
city’s money. The bank has been 
closed a year and so far has e 
only one payment to depositors of 
10 per cent. 

Whether this circumstance would 
move them to ask for any leniency 
for the former bookkeeper they de- 
clined to comment. 

Chenoweth, a vice-president of 
the closed bank, had, according to 
custom prevalent here, turned over 
to bank employes the collection of 
city funds giving Hauck access to 
the municipal accounts. 

President Millard F. Dunlap and 
Cashier William G. Goebel of the 
bank have been convicted in Fed- 
eral Court on false entry and con- 
spiracy charges. Dunlap and An- 
drew ‘Russell, vice president and 
former State Treasurer and audit- 
or, are awaiting trial on other Fed- 
eral charges.

She 
was in her night dress and he wore 
underclothing and trousers. A 
nickel-plated .38 caliber revolver lay 
near by. 

‘I didn’t go in but ran downstairs 
and called police. When they came 
I went in with them. Stella and 
Leonard each told me that he had 
done the shooting.” 

Goykovich said Leonard had been 
attentive to his daughter in recent 
weeks. 

Leonard, an employe of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad, lived at 1811 
Allen avenue. His estranged wife, 
Mrs. Thelma Leonard, resides at 
1742 Missouri avenue. 

Visited His Wife Friday. 

Mrs. Leonard, who said she left 
her husband a year ago because he 
was always in debt, viewed the body 
tearfully at the Morgue. They had 
discussed a reconciliation, she 
said, and had about reached an un- 
derstanding at a birthday party for 
their 7-year-old daughter, Jean, on 
St. Valentine’s day. 

She had expected him to visit 
her Friday night, to tell her that 
he had cleared up his debts and 
was ready to return to her. Fri- 
day was his payday and he should 
have been in funds. But checking 
the records at City Hospital she 
learned that only $5.90 and a few 
pawn tickets had been found in his 
clothing. The pawn tickets were 
for jewelry and wedding presents 
she had turned over to him to help 
him through a tight financial sit- 
uation.

Within half an hour after today’s 
outbreak of crying, she had herself 
in hand again, holding up her face 
to the Judge and sitting back in 
her chair, an informal corsage of 
three red and white roses pinned to 
her smart fur jacket. Several times 
she leaned forward to prompt her 
attorneys as they led defense wit- 
nesses through involved . hypothet- 
ical questions on medical practice 
and physiological reactions. 

Jury Getting Restless. 

Indications that the strain of the 
lengthy trial was telling on the jury 
as well as the defendant came 
earlier in the day when both State 
and defense moved for a week-end 
adjournment at noon. Denying the 
request and ordering an afternoon 
session, Presiding Judge 8S. F. Da- 
vis explained that “the entire jury 
wants to go on.”

WINS $30,000 AWARD 
FOR INJURIES IN EXPLOSION 


Mrs. Sam Vitale, Hurt When Boil- 
er Blew Up, Gets Judgment 
Against Landiord’s Estate. 

A verdict for $30,000 was re- 
turned by a jury in Circuit Judge 
Williams’ court yesterday in favor 
of Mrs. Sam Vitale against the es- 
tate of William Duerbeck, for in- 
juries suffered Dec. 8, 1927, when 
a hot-water heating plant explod- 
ed in her home, 3521 Delor street, 
which was owned by Duerbeck. 
Mrs. Vitale sought $60,000. 

Mrs. Vitale, whose husband, Sam, 
operated a shoe repair shop’ in the 
basement of the place, alleged she 
suffered severe burns of the body, 
was in City Hospital five months, 
underwent three operations and 
now has cancer as a result of the 
accident. The explosion was due to 
a defect in the heating system and 
was on account of Duerbeck’s 
negligence, she charged. 

The defense denied negligence 
and contended the explosion was 
due to gases formed by burning of 
old rubber heels in the furnace. 
The trial was the third, the first 
having resulted in a verdict for the 
defendant, after which a new trial 
was granted, and the second, last 
October, in a hung jury. A sister 
of Mrs. Vitale, Miss Helen Bloech- 
er, who was injured at the same 
time, obtained a verdict for $20,- 
000 against the estate last October.

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SAM LOVD, PUZZLE 


Invented 10,000 Brain Teasers, 
Including ‘“‘How Old 
Is Ann?” 


By the Associated Press. 

BROOKLYN, Feb. 24>—Sam Loyd, 
king of puzzle mailicrs, whose brain 
teasers challenged newspaper read- 
ers for 40 years, died from pneu- 
monia last night. He was 60 years 
old. 

Loyd was the son of a puzzle 
makcr and began following in his 
father’s footsteps as a boy. A few 
years ago he estimated that he had 
turned out 10,000 puzzles. His puz- 
zlies became so well and widely 
known that he was suspected of 
not existing. People said that no 
one man could originate so many, 
and that “Sam Loyd” must be a 
trade mark. But he worked eight 
hours a day in his studio on puz- 
zlies and almost reached his goal 
of one a day. He averaged about 
300 a year. 

Loyd is credited with having been 
the originator of “How Old Is 
Ann?”, a puzzle so widely known 
it became a byword in the lan- 
guage. 

The famous “How Old Is Ann?” 
puzzle and the answer follows: 

Johnny had a working agreement 
with his sisters covering the sup- 
pression of family history, so when 
the census man inquired as to the 
ages of Mary and Ann, Johnny 
clouded statistics in the following 
truthful statement: “The combined 
ages of Mary and Ann are 44 years, 
and Mary is twice as old as Ann 
was when Mary was half as old as 
Ann will be when Ann is three times 
as old as Mary was when Mary 
was three times as old as Ann.” 

How old was Ann? 

The algrebraic answer: Mary 
was three X years old, while Ann 
was X, indicating a difference of 
2 X years in their ages. When Mary 
was 5 X and Ann 3 X, their com- 
bined ages amounted to 44 years. 
Divide 44, which is equal to 8 X, by 
8 and the quick mind finds that X 
equals 5% years. Therefore, Mary 
is 27% years old and Ann 16%.

“The volume of construction work 
continued to increase, reflecting 
chiefly further expansion in public 
works but also in part an increase 
in private construction. The num- 
ber of employes in factories de- 
clined by somewhat more than the 
usual seasonal amount while em- 
ployment on public paajects in- 
creased substantially. 

“Sales of merchandise by de- 
partment stores increased some- 
what more than usual in Decem- 
ber. Sales were larger than a year 
ago in all of the Federal Reserve 
districts, the largest increases be- 
ing reported for the southern dis- 
tricts.” 

The board said wholesale prices 
advanced in late December and 
January to a point 21 per cent above 
the low level of last spring.

FIGHT TOMORROW 


Senate Committee Ready to 
Go Into Alleged Propa- 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Infor- 
mation on the efforts of the New 
York Stock Exchange to defeat the 
pending bill for governmental regu- 
lation was assembled quietly over 
the week-end by Senate investiga- 
tors in an effort to throw some light 
on the controversy arising from 
charges, vehemently uttered and 
vigorously denied, that Exchange 
officials have incited a nation-wide 
“propaganda campaign.” 

In New York, Ferdinand Pecora, 
counsel for the Senate Banking 
Committee, and his staff made 
ready to pl in evidence copies of 
a letter by President Richard Whit- 
ney of the Exchange, to heads of 
corporations whose stock is listed 
on the big board, together with 


other documents and data on the 
publicity activities of the Exchange. 

Chairman Fletcher of the com- 
mittee, author of the “propaganda” 
charge, meanwhile declined to make 
any comment on Whitney’s spirited 
denial and counter assertion that 
if public opinion backs the Fletcher 
accusation, then the right of free 
speech is “dead.” 


Whitney to Be Heard Again. 


The committee hearings will be 
resumed on Monday, with George 


U. Harris, a member of the Ex-! 


change’s Publicity Committee, on 
the stand to continue testimony be- 
gun yesterday. At the committee’s 
request he will bring with him data 
which he was unable to produce 
at his previous appearance, in ad- 
dition to some that Pecora request- 
ed be sent today to his New York 
office. 

In the afternoon, Whitney him- 
self will take the stand to reiterate 
his argument against the bill. Pe- 
cora and his associates will be 
ready with questions drawn from 
the long record of their investiga- 
tion of stock market practices, in an 
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endeavor to give point to their con- | 
tention that the Exchange is unable | 
to curb reprehensible practices and 
that, therefore, the Government 
should assume that responsibility. 

Further opposition to the bill was 
presented by exchange officials and 
members today before the House 
Commerce Committee, including an 
assertion that the measure would 
give the Federal Trade Commission 
power to “destroy” corporations 
which might incur its displeasure. 
This argument was presented by 
Frank R. Hope, president of the As- 
sociation of Stock Exchange Firms. 

Attack on Trade Board. 

“The Federal Trade Commission 
does not have te@convict a partic 
ular corporation of any particular 
illegal transaction,” he said, “but 
can regulate it out of existence by 
control of credit, restrictions on 
new financing and removal of its 
securities from exchanges without 
in any way justifying its motive or 
the soundness of its judgment. 

“If this proposal is carried out, 
the Federal Trade Commission 
through its control of so many of 
the varied phases of financial and 
economic life of the country, may 
restrict the operations of and even 
destroy corporations that incur its 
displeasure.” 

Although the measure gives the 
right of a court appeal from ad- 
verse commission rulings, he said 
“it must bé appreciated that many 
such orders and decisions of far- 
reaching and fundamental effect 
will be primarily administrative or- 
ders involving the discretion of the 
commission and might thus: not be 
subject to review by the court in a 
manner sufficient to present the 
fullcontroversy for judicial re- 
view.” 


Pending Measure “Unworkable.” 


E. A. Pierce, who went to Wall 
Street 30 years ago from a New 
England farm and virtually revolu- 
tionized the brokerage business, told 
the committee he approved regula- 
tion, but not necessarily by the Fed- 
eral Government.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 24—Al- 


though the Missouri Legislature ap- 
propriated $5,000,000 to pay the 
State’s share of emergency unem- 
ployment relief costs during 1934 
j}and three months of 19365, in its re- 
cent special session, the State so far 
has had to borrow money from a 
Jefferson City bank to pay its por- 
tion of relief expenditures, due to 
delays in collecting the liquor and 
sales taxes enacted to provide the 
te ed funds for the appropria- 
on. 

The liquor control law, imposing 
liquor license fees and taxes, be- 
came effective Jan. 13, and the sales 
tax of one-half of 1 per cent on 
sales of tangible personal property 
and certain services, went into ef- 
fect last Jan. 15. But so far only 
$57,634 of liquor revenue and no 
sales tax revenue has been paid into 
the State Treasury. 

_ Due to this situation the State 
this month borrowed $250,000 from 
the Central Missouri Trust Co. of 
Jefferson City to pay its share of 
the $950,000 relief expenditures in 
the State during January. Of the 
remainder, about $200,000 was paid 
by local communities and $500,000 


Administration. 
Needs Another $300,000. 
Because of the depleted condition 
of the State general revenue fund, 
due to declining revenues frém reg- 
ular tax sources, and the delays in 
collection of the new taxes levied 
by the special session of the Legis- 
lature, the State probably will have 
to borrow another $300,000 early in 
March to meet its share of the 
February relief expenditures. 
Including the $250,000 already 
borrowed for relief expenditures, 
the State now owes the Central Mis- 
souri Trust Co. $1,925,874. This cov- 
ers money borrowed by the State 
administration at intervals since 
last September, to meet monthly 
general revenue payrolls and bills, 
and to take care 


State government. 

Under a strict construction of 
the Constitution the State can not 
borrow money to pay its payrolls 
and bills, except through a bond 
issue approved by the voters. To 
avoid conflict with these constitu- 
tional provisions, the plan devised 
for the loans provides that the bank 
shall make payments on vouchers 
or warrant “jackets” for general 
revenue payroll accounts and oth- 
er bills, and ho!d them until the 
State general revenue fund is suf- 
‘ficiently replenished to repay the 
items. 

The bank is being compensated 
for these advances at the rate of 
3% per cent interest a year, al- 
though it is not designated as in- 
terest. Instead of making direct 
interest payments in cash, the State 
will credit the amount it owes_the

Republicans Assail Use of

Army Equipment and Ex-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24. — The 


House today passed and sent to the 
Senate the administration’s emer- 
gency air mail bill after four hours 
of sharp debate. Republicans 
charged that designation of ,the 
Army to carry the mail was “legal- 


ized murder.” 

The bill authorizes the use of 
Army equipment and the expendi- 
ture of sufficient funds, under the 
direction of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, to continue Army air mail 
service for not longer than one 
year, Amendments were inserted 
authorizing expenditures to repair 
or replace planes damaged or de- 
stroyed; giving war-time disability 
pensions to men injured while fly- 
ing the mail; and six months’ pay 
to dependents of army aviators 
killed while flying the air mail. 

The House voted to give six 
months’ pay to dependents of army 
aviators killed in flying the air 
mail. This includes regular and 
reserve officers and enlisted men. 

Republican Motion Beaten. 

A Republican motion to send the 
bill back to the Postoffice Com- 
mittee was defeated on a roll call 
vote. If it had carried, the mo- 
tion to recommit would have in- 
structed the Postoffice Committee 
to insert provision requiring the 
army to use modern planes with 
two-way radio, aviators trained to 
use the flying beam, and to set 
aside $10,000 for dependents of each 
army aviator killed in the air mail 
service. Representative Buckbee 
(Rep.), Illinois, made the motion. 
. As the vote was announced, Rep- 
resentative Fred Britten (Rep.), 
Illinois offered a privileged motion 
to adjourn “as a mark of respect 
and in memory of the six army pi- 
lots who have lost their lives in the 
service of their country.” Britten 
resorted to all the parliamentary 
maneuvers which tend to delay, 
point of no quorum and the like, 
while the House was in a virtual 
uproar. Finally Majority Leader 
Byrns of Tennessee moved a call 
of the House, necessitating a rou- 
tine roll call which delayed adjourn- 
ment nearly an hour longer. Rep- 
resentative McSwain (Dem.), South 
Carolina, chairman of the Military 
Affairs Committee, obtained per- 
mission to put into the Congres- 
sional Record what he said was a 
brief tribute to the Army air corps. 


Debate Gn the Bill. 

Kelly (Rep.), Pennsylvania, led 
the debate on the emergency air 
bill with an attack on Postmaster- 
General Farley. He demanded con- 
tracts be restored at once. 

“The Postmaster-General acted 
on theories alone. He should re- 
turn the air mail to private car- 
riers within 24 hours and then pro- 
ceed in accordance with law 
against any individual carrier sus- 
pected of wrong doing.” Kelly said 
the law provided that charges must 
be filed against.a carrier and that 
he then has 45 days to answer. He 
‘added: “I urge the Preisdent to 
name a board of three outstanding, 
unbiased men to hold hearings 
when such charges are filed.” 

Opposition to authorization of 
transfer of the air mail to the 
Army came from Republicans head- 
ed by Bacon of New York. He 
said passage of the bill meant that 
Congress “placed its stamp of ap- 
proval on legalized murder.” 

Representative Edith Norse Rog- 
ers (Rep.), Massachusetts, said: 

“It is very difficult not to speak 
with the greatest possible bitterness 
about the perpetration of this un- 
speakable thing—the destruction of 
human life and property. 

“Why was it done? Was it to 
make it a Farley holiday? .Was it 
done to discredit the former ad- 
ministration? The discredit was 
not there. It will be written in 
blood across the record of this 
administration, and never will be 
eradicated.” 

Mead Replies for Democrats. 

The Democratic answer, as voiced 
by Chairman Mead (Dem.), New 
York, of the Postoffice Committee, 
was this: “They’re sll going down 
fin these storms. I have in my 
hand the latest edition of a paper, 
and it says that one of these com- 
mercial planes, with all tke equip- 
ment we are hearing co much about, 
is missing with eight passengers. 

“Forget, if you will, for a mo- 
ment, partisanship. Give us this 
bill now, and we'll come along later 
with another, and between the two 
we'll cut down on disaster.” 

Kelly said $170,000 worth of Army 
equipment already had been de- 
stroyed and Bacon increased the 
estimate to $500,000.

PRESIDENT APPLIES PRESS CODE 
CRITICISM TO GRAPHIC ARTS 


Tenders It as Olive Branch to 

Publishers’ Group but Approves 
in Question. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's criticism of the 
freedom of the press clause in the 
daily newspaper code today was ap- 
plied by executive order to a sim- 
ilar provision in the already ap- 
proved code for the graplifc arts, a 
subsection of which covers small 
newspapers. 

The new order was tendered as 
an olive branch to the members of 
the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, sponsor of the daily 
paper code; many of whom felt they 
had been discriminated against by 
being singled out while nothing was 
said to“the National Editorial As- 
sociation group which stood upon 
the same declaration under the 
graphic arts code. 

In thus extending the application 
of his statement that this language 
was “pure surplusage” and no more 
belonged in a code than did the 
Ten Commandments, the President 
added that, nevertheless, both 
clauses were approved “as sub- 
mitted and without modification, 
condition or qualification.” 
Another requirement of the new 
order was that the Government 
members of the graphic arts code 
authority “shall give particular at- 
tention to the provisions authoriz- 
ing minors to sell newspapers and 
periodicals and to deliver news- 
papers, periodicals and advertising 
newspapers. They shall report to 
the President not later than 606 
days hence.” 

In the daily paper code the Presi- 
dent’s call for a report was coupled 
with a definite expression of dis- 
satisfaction with provisions for the 
employment of children.

The first sketches by Charles Dickens, written by a 
man with none too much confidence in the power of 
his pen, appeared in print exactly one hundred years 
ago. As a figure in best-seller history, Dickens, 
throughout the span of that century, looms larger 
than any other single author. 

Sales of books by the writer from whose pen came 
THE LIFE OF OUR LORD must be counted not by 
the usual yardstick of thousands or tens of thousands 
of copies, but by tens of millions. The ALL QUIETS, 
MAIN STREETS, and ANTHONY ADVERSES 
of our generation seem tiny by comparison. Editions 
of Dickens’ books have appeared in tongues ranging 
from French and German to Chinese and Sanskrit. 
No narrative in literary or social history is more 
dramatic than that of Charles Dickens’ rise to best- 
sellerdom. It was in December, 1833, and August, 
1834, that the first Dickens sketches appeared in 
print.

Today's writers agree with Thackeray. Probably 
only ALICE IN WONDERLAND among modern 
books has competed with the annual sales of DAVID

are added to the list, Lewis Carroll falls far behind. 
In all literature, according to authorities on best-sell- 
ers, only the KING JAMES BIBLE and, the plays 
of Shakespeare have equalled the demands for Dick- 
ens’ books.

When asked to guess at the approximate number of 
Dickens’ books sold since the appearance of the first 
sketches, authorities in the book business show a di- 
vergence of opinion which runs into the billionse One 
guess sets the figure at five billions; another at three 
billions; and another at seven hundted millions. 
The consensys would appear to be close to the one 
billion mark. There being no way of checking sales 
figures, one can do little but guess at the total and 
drop the whole matter. |

Books have appeared during the past fifty years on 
every conceivable phase of Dickens’ life and works, 
A few titles in this category include a dozen or more 
Dickens’ Dictionaries, DICKENS AND HIS GIRL 
HEROES, SOME ROGUES AND VAGABONDS 
OF DICKENS, THE LONDON OF CHARLES 
DICKENS, THE DICKENSIAN INNS AND 
TAVERNS, DICKENS’ SKETCHES OF YOUNG 
COUPLES, DICKENS AND DEMOCRACY, and 
scores more in the same vein. 

Of the many reasons for the continued and consist- 
ent demand for Dickens’ books, an important factor 
is the appeal.which he makes to all ages and all types 
of readers and his translatability into other languages. 
To children he is the best known of the great novelists. 
All graded school lists include Dickens—and children 
approve the inclusion. 

Children of eleven and twelve read A CHRISTMAS 
CAROL, according to such lists, and children of 
twelve and thirteen find DAVID COPPERFIELD,

In a current 
sale of a few years ago, which gave a vivid picture 
of collectors’ enthusiasm, a presentation 
TALE OF TWO CITIES brought $10,250.

Eighteen new industries located 
in the St. Louis industrial district 


during January, and there were 
eight expansions of established en- 
terprises, according to the monthly 
report of the Industrial Bureau of 
the Industrial Club, made public 
yesterday.

The new industries and expan- 
stons require the services of 840

Based on the current bank debit

A brand new arena was con- 
structed on the main land and 
all was set for*’a big future—all 
except the spenders and the fight- 
ers. 


The sad record of what hap- 
pened since is told briefly by fig- 
ures, thus: 

1930—Jack Sharkey and Phil 
Scott (a terrible fight) yielded 
$193,250. 

1981—-Carnera and Maloney at- 
tracted $43,500. 

1932-38—-No fights held. 

On Feb. 28, in the fifth year 
of the contract, the first real title 
fight is to be held and early fors- 
casts are that it will draw less 
than $100,000. 

However, even that is a great 
~ncouragement and Miami should 
at least feel that it shows a real 
progress over the last three years. 

This is especially true since it 
is probable that not within this 
generation will a heavyweight 
fight be able to command $25 or 
more each for ringside seats 40 
or more rows deep, as in the hal- 


cyon days of Jack Dempsey.

Pro- 
French Saarois are capitalizing 
the situation while sincere and 
patriotic inhabitants of the region 
are torn between former love for 
the Fatherland and fear of Hit- 
ler’'s Germany.

France Changes Stand. 


The French frankly declare 
that a year ago they would have 
been inclined to sanction the re- 
turn of the Saar to Germany with- 
out even the formality of a pleb- 
iscite. Italy, Britain and other 
European countries would have 
regarded such a step as eliminat- 
ing one more of the mistakes of 
the Versailles Treaty. But now 
things have changed. First, 
France places no faith in Hitler's 
protestations of peace. To French- 
men a buffer state in the shape 
of the Saar is an added guaran- 
tee of security. Second, the thou- 
sands of refugees who have 
flocked into the Saar from Ger- 
many, because of their non-Aryan 
origin or anti-Nazi political be- 
liefs, would have to move again. 
France, Switzerland, Belgium and 
Holland now have about 70,000 
penniless Germans on their hands 
and do not want any more. Also 
the economic importance of the 
Saar as a source of war making 
material is emphasized by most 
European statesmen. Until a sat- 
isfactory disarmament treaty is 
formulated they oppose any 
strengthening of Germany.

Democracy Will Ride the Stern in France 


Noted Historian Declares the Parliament at Paris Is 
the Last Bulwark Against Political Chaos on 
the Continent—But He Thinks It Will Hold Out

GENEVA, Feb. 17. 


HE .troubles of Paris issue from the 
T soncta discontent which has spread 

more or less among all classes. What 
are the causes of this discontent? 

They are of three sorts—economic, in- 
ternational and political. France also, 
despite her wealth and economic balance, 
is suffering from the world crisis. 

The government of Edouard Daladier 
was not particularly responsible for the 
economic crisis, but when things go badly 
people like to find, from time to time, 
a government upon which they can dis- 
charge their bad humor. 

After the Nazis took control of Ger- 
many, French public opinion began to ask 
if the world was not heading toward a 
new general war. This uneasiness was 
perhaps excessive, or at least premature, 
but it has serious causes and makes a 
country exacting and nervous. Weak 
governments irritate a country more be- 
cause the country senses it is surrounded 
by dangers. | 

This explains the explosion. The Dala- 
dier government was the sixth Ministry 
constituted in 18 months since the 1932 
elections. 


Present System Impossible. 


The country senses the impossibility of 
continuing this system without exposing 
France to the gravest danger, and at the 
same time has taken this occasion to un- 
load a little of its bad humor caused by 
the economic crisis. But why constitute 
six Ministries in 18 months? 

Here we touch the nerve center of the 


situation—the alliance of the parties of: 


the Left. The Left ¢artel in the 1932 
elections, the Radicals and Socialists, won 
a majority in the Chamber of Deputies. 
But as the Socialists will not combine with 
the Radicals by entering the Ministry, eve- 
ry government becomes impossible as or- 
dinarily understood under the parliamen- 
tary system. 

The Right parties cannot govern be- 
cause they have not a majority. The elec- 
toral agreement made between the Radi- 


A 


cals and Socialists prevents the Radicals 
from reaching an agreement with the 
Moderates at the Right. Alone the Radi- 
cals are also a minority. In order to 
govern, they need either the Socialist votes 
at the Left or the Moderate votes at the 
Right, but they can never with any surety 
count on support from either. Without a 
stable majority no government is possible, 

To get out of this difficulty, formation 
of the Doumergue government was forced 
outside the ordinary rules of parliamen- 
tary procedure. 


Contradiction Must Be Solved. 


It is evident that France faces.a contra- 
diction she must resolve if she does not 
wish to run graye dangers. If the Radi- 
cals and Socialists form a cartel for the 
purpose of winning elections, they should 
also agree to assume jointly the responsi- 
bilities of government. If they cannot 
_ agree to govern jointly, they should not 
‘form an election cartel. 

To win a Chamber majority by a Cham- 
ber Cartel and then refuse to govern. to- 
gether is to render parliamentary govern- 
ment impossible and bring the country face 
to face with a revolutionary situation. 

To sum up, France, like Italy and Ger- 
many before her, is now facing the prob- 
lem of the danger of Socialism. This 
problem or danger does not consist in the 
possibility the Socialists will promote a 
revolution or confiscate wealth. It is some- 
thing quite different. 

In countries where universal suffrage 
functions freely, the World War and the 
difficulties which followed it favored dif- 
fusion of Socialistic ideas. In the last 10 
years, Socialism has gained many adher- 
ents in all free countries, but the doctrine 
of the- Socialist party is a revolutionary 
doctrine which proposes to change the 
bases of modefn' sociéty. | 

Now the parliamentary system is not 
suited to promote revolutions, but to ad- 
minister reasonably the country’s busi- 
ness in the interests of all by working 
openly under mutual reactions and parties. 

The consequences are clear. The revo- 


lutionary party, systematically opposing, ; 


can be useful in Parliament as long as it 
is a small minority, but as soon as it ac- 
quires marked numerical importance as 


in France it must become parliamentary. in 
its methods; otherwise it becomes not a 
means of opposing but a pareeaneny ob- 
struction. 


It stops Parliament from functioning 
and sooner or later provokes a parliamen- 
tary crisis in one direction or another. 

Fascism in Ftaly and Naziism in Ger- 
many are just two attempts to resolve this 
problem by suppressing the Socialists 
along with all other parties and making 
of the government an organ controlling 
completely the universal suffrage. 

Will something like this happen in 
France? 

I think not. Italy and Germany were 
able to do what they did because they 
were two old, semi-absolute monarchies. 


_ France is an old republic, and I do not 


see whence will come power sufficient to 
abolish parties and chain up universal suf- 
frage. 

I think the parliamentary system will 
survive the crisis in France, but it is to be 
hoped it will speedily recover its normal 
method of functioning and that its trouble 
will not occur again. They were not 4 
good example to the world. 

Two-thirds of Europe and all of Asia 
no longer know how to govern since the 
downfall of so many monarchies. Bol- 
shevism, Fascism and Naziism are only 
desperate attempts to find a way of gov- 
erning that is new, but is neither mon- 
archial nor democratic and hence does not 
exist. 

All these efforts are sure to fail be- 
cause they are not based on the right and 
are able to maintain themselves only by 
use of force. Under these conditions, 
governments which despite their errors 
still assure the people of the guarantees 
of a system based on . justice, are the 
precious. remains of a great order which 
ruled in the world during the whole niné- 
teenth century. .It is necessary to save 
them. 

We must not forget that among the 
great states of Continental Europe, the 
French Parliament is the last with ligit- 


imate authority, Its fall would bring chaos ~ 


to the Western World and a rule of un- 
chained might in the greater part of the 
world.

“Constabulary” Suggested. 


The League Council has ap- 
pointed Baron Pompeii Aloisi of 
Mussolini’s cabinet as chairman 
of a small subcommittee which is 
to study the Saar question until 
May. Aloisi and his colleagues— 
Cantilo of Argentina and ex-Pre- 
mier Bruce of Australia—prob- 
ably will recommend the forma- 
tion of an international constabu- 
lary for the Saar. Deprived of 
camouflage such an international 
police would be little less than 
military occupation during the 
preliminary plebiscite period: That 
a fair plebiscite without such pro- 
tection for the anti-Hitlerites 
would be impossible,.goes without 
argument. But it also gives a 
chance for political intriguing 
against Germany. 


That the situation is rapidly 
becoming intolerable is the admis- 
sion of G. G. Knox, British chair- 
man of the Saar Governing Com- 
mission. Knox and his colleagues, 
d’Ehrnrooth of Finland, Morize 
of France and. Zoricic of Jugo- 
Slavia, are outspoken against the 
terrorism of the Nazis. Their du- 
ty, they point out is “to give the 
inhabitants of tae territory un- 
der supervision of the League of 
Nations the. gfeatest possible 
amount of liberty and to uphold 
the interests and welfare, moral 
as well as material, of the popula- 
tion.” \ 


Knox charges the National So- 
cialists of Germany with creating 
a “government within the govern- 
ment” in the Saar. The Deutsches 
Front, or Saar branch of the Hit- 
ler party has “clandestinely set 
up a regime which seeks to op- 


erate side by side with the legal 
government.’ Under the guise of 
civilian organizations the Nazi 
leaders—among whom are found 
prominent industrialists — have 
formed jllegal military units and 
one confiscated document indicat- 
ed that the Front could put at 
Hitler’s disposa! immediately 1500 
shock troops equipped with motor 
transport. Roechling, leading pro- 
Nazi, according to Knox, recefved 
a “loan” of 20,000,000 marks 
from Berlin. 
Hitlerite Aggressions. | 

In a report which has been sent 
to, Geneva the commissioners de- 
clare that since their last quarter- 
ly report: “The acts'of terror- 
ism have increased . Insidious 
boycotting and persecution of the 
Jews and political opponents of 
the National Socialists have as- 
sumed such proportions that the 
governing commission receives 
complaints daily. . ... The Jewish 
community has been obliged to 
found special schools and resign 
itself, after centuries of freedom, 
to seeking for its children the seg- 
regation of the ghetto... . Nazi 
agents make. forced collections, 
sometimes amounting to as high 
as 20 per cent of salaries, pre- 
sumably for ~elief purposes, but 
actually for support of their po-

While we spent much time with

large family of 17 lions which we 
encountered on our first visit. 
She bagged a zebra for them but 
at the outset only 13 lions joined 
her party. My wife was deeply 
interested as she watched them eat, 
but interest gave way to intense 
excitement when she saw a big 
lioness come out of the bush with 
two tiny cubs, probably only a 
month or so old. 


She was a beautiful creature. Her 
coat was a light golden shade, but 
instead of a long tail she only had 
a stump. My wife watched with 
fascination as the lioness did not 
let the cubs go up to the kill, but 
parked them under a bush some 
15 yards away. She evidently felt 
that they were too young to eat 
meat and had to be satisfied with 
mother’s milk. 


Mother Knows Best. 

The cubs thought otherwise. They 
sniffed eagerly. toward the meal 
and made several attempts to dash 
away, only to be cuffed into obedi- 
ence by their mother. 

One of the younger females evi- 
dently felt sorry for the cubs. At 
any rate, she took a strip of meat 
and brought it to the babies. They 
pounced upon it ravenously and 
had a wonderful time. Their moth- 
er watched as they chewed on the 
meat until she thought they had 
had enough. Then she got up, 
pawed the meat~away from the 
| youngsters who snarled their objec- 
tion in no uncertain terms. Next 
she scratched a hole in the soft 
soil, put the meat .- 
hole with soil—and, when the cubs |

Draws No Interferences. 

Having in mind the popular con- 
ception of lions, as beasts inter- 
ested only in tearing human beings 
into shreds, and comparing that 
conception with my own experience 
has raised in my mind a question 
of whether lions ever were as 
vicious as they have been painted. 
However, I want to make it per- 
fectly clear that I have not at- 
tempted tq generalize about lions 
or sought to leave*the inference 
that an armistice has ended the 
hereditary hostility between man 
and lion. One of these days some 
enthusiastic photographer, working 
at close range as we did, will be- 
come careless or overbold. Then 
there will be trouble and plenty of 
it. 

The one incident that gives me 
more chills than any other as I 
look back on our African experi- 
ences was one that did not develop, 
but which might have proved 
tragic.

J. J. Shubert, New York theatri- 
cal producer, has been re-engaged 
as general production manager of 
the~ municipal opera, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Henry W. 


Kiel, president of the Municipal‘ 


Theater Association. 

Activities of the association for 
the coming 12-week season are be- 
ing started earlier than usual be- 
cause it aspires to make the sea- 
son “broader in scope and finer in 
achievement” than in the past.

Our plans are based in complete 
confidence that the public, which 
so loyally supported municipal 
opera during the last four years, 
with continuing increases in at- 
tendance even in that difficult pe- 
riod, will be more than ever anx- 
ious to enjoy the fun and melody 
and spectacie of municipal opera 
this year. 

“We have. planned our season 
for 1934 upon the basis of a great 
and growing confidence in recov- 
ery.

Our. repertory 
committee has been busy through- 
out the winter planning for a sea- 
son of presentations on such a 
scope.

OF CWA SINCE DE. 1 


Total in St. Louis and County 
With Payment of $355,109 
This Week. 


CWA wages paid in St. Louis and 
the county since Dec. 1 reached a 
total of $5,304,568 last week, when a 
payroll of $355,109 was distributed 
among 26,543 men and women. 

The program is now being ta- 
pered off with the expectation of 
abandoning it May 1. About 2100 
workers in the city and 500 in the 
county are to be dropped each week 
until May. 


In the city last week 22,193 work- 
ers got $306,380, and in the county, 
$48,729 was paid to 4350. Actually 
there were about 8300 at work in 
the county, but the payroll office 
there closed its books as of Feb. 15, 
the original date for terminating 
the CWA program, and paid all 
workers up to that date. 

When the new records were 
opened, several thousand workers 
who would have been paid last 
week for only a day or two were 
not paid and will get their checks 
this week. — 


FRANCE OPENS CAMPAIGN 
ON MOROCCAN TRIBESMEN 


Foreign Legion and Two Desert 
Armies Sent to Suddue 
Fractious Natives.

RABAT, Morocco, Feb. 24.— 


France’s fighting Foreign Legion 
and two desert armies began tc- 
day an active campaign to conquer 
and occupy the remainder of the 
vast Moroccan territory. 

Gen. Antoine Hurre, Commander- 
in-Chief, sent the two forces into 
the western half of the lower Atlas 
Mountains. There, 200,000 natives 
hold 4000 square miles. 

Gen. Giraud is going into South 
Tiznit, while Gen. Catroux, who. is 
already operating west of the vil- 
lage of Akka, will join in a move- 
ment eastward to clean out the 
foothills. In these hills live fierce 
tribesmen who raid the fertile va!i- 
leys below periodically and cut the 
sketchy French communication 
lines there.

The new 1934 Chrysler six is

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One of the most important fea- 
tures of the new six is independent 
front wheel springing, which does 
away with the d front axle and 
produces a levelized, cushioned ride 
even on the worst roads. This type 
of independent ‘front wheel spring- 
ing is a development of the Chry- 
sler engineering staff and the com- 
pany claims for its a* vantages over 
any similar construction. 

The new Chrysler six has an en- 
gine with a bore of 3% inches and 
a stroke of 4% inches, a standard 
compression ratio of 5.4 to 1 and 
develops 93 horsepower at 3400 rev- 
olutions per minute. 

The engine has - sturdy crank-. 
shaft with four main bearings and 
an impulse neutralizer. Pistons are 
of aluminum alloy with three com- 
pression rings and one oil ring. In- 
take valves are of chrome nickel 
and exhaust valves are of silcrome 
steel. Special alloy valve inserts 
are also used in this engine and 


'make valve grinding unnecessary 


for 30,000 miles or more. 

Carburetion is of the downdraft 
type, which makes for greater flex- 
ibility and wider speed range and 
greater economy. 

The crankcase is ventilated, a 
feature of Chrysler design and con- 
struction that has proved efficient 
for years. 

Floating power type of rubber en- 
gine mountings are standard on 
this new six, as on all other Chrys- 
ler-built cars. 

The frame is of the double-drop 
X-type, with side member 7-64 of 
an inch thick. Hydraulic double- 
acting shock absorbers are used 
with the front springs and single- 
acting shock absorbers with the 
semi-elliptic springs in the rear. 
Steering gear is of the worm-and- 
roller type, with a gear ratio of 
18.2 to 1. The steering column is 
adjustable to the driver’s conveni- 
ence. 

The transmission is the helical 
gear type, with three forward 
speeds. Included in the transmis- 
sion is a free wheeling unit of the 
selective cam and roller type, op- 
erating in all forward speeds and 
locking out automatically in re- 
verse. 

Four-wheel hydraulic internal- 
expanding brakes are continued as 
standard equipment on the Chrys- 
ler six. 

The interior trim in all closed 
cars is new broadcloth, Walnut 
type garnish moulding of a new 
design are used throughout. The 
indirectly lighted instrument panel 
is also newly designed. All the in- 
struments are of the airplane type. 

There are seven different body 
types. Five are built on a chassis 
of 117 inch wheelbase, as follows:

Chevrolet Payroll 
Sets All-Time Record 
for Number Employed 


Car Production “High” of 3770 
Autos and Trucks Reached on 
Feb. 16. 

A new all-time high in employ- 
ment was set by the Chevrolet Mo- 
tor Co. in the week ending Feb. 
10, when direct company payrolls 
totaled 56,545 persons, M. E. Coyle, 
general manager, announces. 

The high mark prior to this year 
was 52,847 men and women em- 
ployed in June, 1929, while last year 
at this time factory payrolls num- 
bered only 32,079 people, Coyle said. 

The present record force also set 
a new high daily output figure for 
this year’s program when they com- 
pleted the assembly of 3770 new 
1934 cars and trucks on Friday, 
Feb. 16. In the first 15 days of 
the month the company completed 
the assembly of 33,545 new units, 
which have been shipped to deal- 
ers. This is within 12,000 units of 
production in the full month of 
February last year. 

Plants are now headed toward 
capacity, with dealers making de- 
livery of new 1934 models to con- 
sumers, and the rate at which or- 
ders are being received indicates 
capacity operations for some 
months to come, Coyle declared. 

Detroit shows the largest gain on 
the company’s employment map, 
The payroll here includes the cen- 
tral office staff, and the workers 
at the Chevrolet plant centering 
at St. Aubin, Euclid and Holbrook 
avenues, where the new “knee-ac- 
tion” wheel sets are being built. 
Detroit payrolls as of Feb. 10 stood 
at 16,809 people as compared with 
& previous all-time high of 12,720 
in June, 1929, and less than 8000 
one year ago. 

Much of the increase is due to 
the large number of men engaged 
solely in the building of the “knee- 
action” devices, which are coming 
off their own assembly line with

Is ‘‘Hung on Hooks” 


Paint on Packard cards is liter. 
ally hung on hooks. The first of 33 
steps in giving a Packard its glossy 
finish consists of blast cleaning the 
metal surfaces of the body. Tiny 
hooks and claws are created by 
this process. They cling tightly to 
the paint when it is applied later. 

The blast cleaning is done in 
large steel rooms by men who, to 
protect their faces, wear helmets 
like those of a deep sea diver. Tiny 
pieces of steel are shot onto the car 
bodies under heavy air pressure 
from the blast cleaning guns. The 
process. both cleanses the surfaces 
and prepares them for a more per 
fect bonding of the paint at the 
same time, 

Bodies are guarded after leaving 
the blast cleaning machines 450 
that no moisture or dirt will touch 
them. The first paint coats are 
put on almost immediately.

This program of weird goings- 
on was Not a spiritualistic seance 
or a magician's performance. It 


was a demonstration of the results of years 
of scientific research, a dramatic presenta- 
tion of the newest developments in the elec- 
trical transmission of sound. It was given 
by the Bell Telephone Laboratories before 
the annual winter con- 
vention of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers. The 
demonstration was in 
charge of Dr. Harvey 
Fletcher, director of 
acoustical research at 
the laboratories, the 
chief figure in the 
work which has made possible 

the new sound effects. 

Three important advance- 
ments in sound transmission 
were shown: reproduction of 
sound in a complete fre- 
quency range, a complete vul- 
‘ume range and in “auditory 
perspective. The combina- 
tion makes it possible for a 
person to hear music or other 
sound, brought to him elec: 
trically from a distance, as 
well—as completely—as he 
could hear it if he were 
where the sound originated 
—even better in some cases. 

The frequency range is 
concerned with pitch and 
harmonics, which are meas: 
ured by rate of vibration, the 
number of cycles a second. 
A good ear can detect notes 
of as-low as 16 cycles and as 
high as 16,000. The high 
est note on a piano has a 
fundamental frequency of 


about 4000 cycles. On a musical instru- 
ment each note has a fundamental tone, 
which governs the pitch, and certain har- 
monics. The latter furnish the quality of 
the music and enable a listener to distin- 
guish one instrument from another when 
both are playing the same note. The har- 
monics, so essential a part of music, have 
higher frequencies than their fundamental 
tones, and ordinary transmission does not

reproduce all these overtones. The average 
radio transmission, for example, reproduces 
a range of about six octaves, but the new 
apparatus has a range of about nine octaves 
or from 35 to 16,000 cycles—sufficient to 
transmit faithfully all the richness and 
beauty in music. 

The second improvement, increasing the 
volume range, pertains to the power, or 


loudness, of sound. To measure this at- 
tribute scientists have worked out a unit 
called a decibel. A whisper at a distance 
of four feet is rated at 20 decibels, the 
noise of a pneumatic riveting hammer at 
100. A large symphony orchestra has a 
range of about 70 decibels. Since decibels are 
calculated on a logarithmic basis, 60 de- 
cibels, for example, being much more than 
twice as loud as 30; the greatest sound such 
an orchestra makes has 10,- 
000,000 times the volume 
of its smallest sound. 

Radio and sound picture 
systems are unable to repro- 
duce truly the loudest bits 
of a symphony orchestra's 
music. But the new ap- 
paratus does it easily. 
Furthermore, it can magnify 
the volume tremendously. 
In the recent demonstration 
here, the orchestra used was 
composed of 30 musicians, 
but the volume was stepped 
up at times to the amount 
that would have been pro- 
duced by a %000-piece or- 
chestra; it reached a power 
of 110 decibels. And the 
sound of the buzzer was in- 
creased to a volume of 120 
decibels. The volume can 
be controlled, increased or decreased at will. 
Thus, if a soloist is singing with an orches- 
tra, he may use a separate microphone, 
transmission line and loud speaker, and his 
voice may be made louder in passages where 
the orchestra might drown him out if nor- 
mal volume were used for both.

Curtis Bok.

PHILADELPHIA. 
T HAS been wide- 
ly suggested of late 
| that the public may

mt book one of these 
4 days under the title 
of “The Sovietiza- 
# = tion of Curtis Bok.” 
A It is true that no 
=m-i such work has been 
announced by any publisher and no- 
body has even reported seeing the 
manuscript. But a feeling prevails 
hereabouts that such a book by the 
son of the man who wrote ‘‘The Amer- 
icanization of Edward Bok’'’ would be 
peculiarly fitting and appropriate and 
in full accord with the facts. Because 
Curtis Bok, scion ot the famous Phil- 
adelphia family and co-heir of a for- 
tune of $16,000,000, hus openly and 
admittedly swung so far to the left in 
his political philosophy that his Sovi- 
etization is regarded as a fact accol 
plished and all that remains to nuke it 
as complete as the 
Americanization of 
his father is the writ- 
ing of a book about it. 
It strikes observers 
as not only extraordi- 
nary, but significant, 
that this young man, 
son of the million- 
aire Edward Bok and 
grandson of the mil- 
lionaire, Cyrus H. K. 
Curtis, bred and born 
a capiialist, should 
revolt so far as to de- 
clare, as he did re- 
cently, that ‘‘the ter- 
rible spread between 
terrible wealth on the 
one hand and terri- 
ble poverty on the 
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other must be nar- 
rowed.’ He says this 
very emphatically, 


and goes on further 
to say that the Rus- 
sians not only realize 
better than we do the 
necessity for. nar- 
rowing this spread, but are actually do- 
ing something about it. ‘‘Watch Rus- 
sia,’ is his injunction to American 
youth. ‘Russia is accomplishing things 
worthy of imitation.’’ 

Already this iconoclastic rich man, 
heir to millions left by his father and 
trustee of more millions left by his 
grandfather, has felt some of the con- 
sequences of his radicalism. 
interest in Soviet ideals became of 
prime importance to him he has been 
divorced by his socially prominent wife 
and he has been prohibited from ad- 
dressing a group of high school boys 
in his native city because the school 
authorities were afraid—-and said s0-—— 
that such an address would cause the 
spread of Communistic ideas in the 
schools. Undaunted by these reverses, 
he came right back with announcement 
of a plan to take the entire Philadel- 
phia Symphony Orcbestra on a tour of 
the U. 8. 8S. R. 

Bok openly advocated recognition of 
Soviet Russia long before the United 
States Government undertook such a 
atep. And for a long time he has ap-

pealed for a hetter understanding of 
the Communist spirit. People who call 
Russia a “hell ruled by despots and 
tyrants,’ he declares are a ‘“‘bunch of 
blithering idtots.’"" He likes tu point 
to the fact that Russia has launehed 
the greatest drive against § igno- 
rance that the world has ever known 
and thinks it would be a good idea for 
this country to follow Russia's exam- 
ple in that respect if in no other. A\l- 
together, h® is “sold” on the Russian 
idea. And he considers his five months 
spent with the Tovarischi (comrades) 
in the Soviet Union a great adventure. 

This unconventional, very spectacular 
atand taken by the 35-year-old W. Cur- 
tis Bok is not a complete surprise to 
those who have followed his career 
closely. His famous father was a man 
of originality of thought and action 
and had a great deal of courage. He 
came to this country from Holland as 
a poor boy when the Bok family for- 
tune had been completely lost. Starting 
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with nothing, he 
educated himself 
and became edi- 
tor of the Ladies’ 
Home Journal at 
the age of 25. Ed- 
ward Bok then 
married Mary 
Louise Curtis, 
the daughter of 
Cyrus Curtis, and 
from that time 
on his renown 
grew. He wrote

and in 1924 he’ composed a peace 
anthem, called “Our U. 8. A.,” 
which, harmonized and orchestrated 
by Leopold Stokowski, began with 
these lines: 


‘In ringing voice we sing of thee, 
Our land where freedom reigns."’ 


When Edward Bok died in 1930, he 
left his estate of more than $16,000,- 
000 to his widow and his two sons, 
Carey and Curtis Bok. Curtis Bok 
followed his father's footsteps in some 
respects: he became president of the 
Philadelphia Forum, a lecture organi- 
vation, and head of the American 
Foundation, both institutions founded 
by Edward Bok. He was also made 
vice-president of the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra Association, thus proving that 
he shared with his mother, who en- 
dowed the Curtis Institute of Music, a 
love of the arts. 

But fundamentally Curtis Bok had 
had independent ideas from early 
youth. A student at Williams College

When Bok was asked why he had 
gone to Russia and lived there like a 
workman, he answered: 

‘I saw all there was to be seen from 
an automobile in my first tour, which 
included a visit to Leningrad, Mos- 
cow, Stalingrad, Dnieprostroi, Odessa 
and Kiev: Then I wanted to stuuy the 
conditions as a Russian sees them. To 
live in Russia is to understand the 
Russians. I made a lot of fine friends 
there. Don't let anyone tell you that 
the Russian people are depressed or 
sullen, — 

“I got a job in a candy factory near 
Moscow, working on an eight-hour day 
and six-day week schedule, making 
candy biscuits. It was hot and the 
work was hard. My salary was 80 
rubles a month, the equivalent of $40. 
I lived with a working-class family, 
and had a room the size of a closet, 
with a borrowed bed, table and chair. 
The workmen in the factory were all 
friendly, good-natured and not at all 
suspicious. 

“After a month I moved to Lenin- 
grad and, without using influence 
through any of my friends, I got a job 
in three weeks as a chauffeur with a 
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Soviet tourist agency. My pay in- 
creased from 80 to 250 rubles a month 
After several months of boarding and 
working with proletarians, I came 
home, full of admiration for the zea! 
of the Russian youth, who feel con- 
vinced ‘that they know the way ou! 

As to the question of the United 
States adopting the Communistic form 
of government, Bok said: ‘I don't 
see that we can adopt the Russian sys 
tem as a whole, but we can learn a jo! 
from them, and we have a lot to !earn 
We will not go Communistic, however. 
until we have nothing to lose. Ke 
member, Russia was a nation of ser!s 
a desperate people.

Tracy Richardson was ‘‘somewhere out 
around Spokane” until the news spot- 
light revealed him in Denver, a ped- 
dier of socks and stockings, wanted 
by the police. 

Tracy Richardson's story opens back 
in 1908, when he was a youngster 
nearing 21. He had been paid off in 
a lump rum at the completion of a 
contracting job. He and his budd} 
started for New Orleans to kick up 
their heels in a little revelry. On the 
wharves they suw a banana boat. On 
impulse they bought passage. They 
found their tickets read ‘‘Bluefields, 
Nicaragua.’ And at Bluefields Rich- 
ardson'’s bagguge got lost. He went to 
the American Consul about it. The 
Coneul’s nerves were frazzled with 
revolutionary complications. He mis- 
took the young tourist for another 
American trying to join 
General Gabe Conrad's 
famous ‘‘American Le- 
gion," recruited off 
tropical beaches of 
tough down-and-out 
beachcombersa, cursed 
him as a tropical trainp 
seeking blood - money 
out of ‘Nicaragua's trou- 
bles, and ordered him to 
leave the revolution-torn 
country by next steamer.

It 
couldn't be dislodged at long distance. 
Richardson and Dreben began to crawl 
toward it with rifle and pistol. Then 
took place an episode that still lives 
in the tropics. Dreben was fat. As he 
crawled over a slight rise, the Federal 
machine-gunners sent a burst at him 
and inflicted a long, raking flesh 
wound. Dreben howled in wrath and 
pain. 

“Hit bad, Sam?" called Tracy. 

“They hit me,’ Sam called back. 

“Bad enough to kill you, Sam?” 

“Not a chance. They can't kill me. 
How can I die in this damned country? 
There ain't a Jew graveyard in Nica- 
ragua!”’

latter's pants streaming blood, flanked 
and shot the Federal machine-gun 
crew. Tracy had come through his 
baptism of fire unhurt. 

A week later he was knocked out of 
the saddle by a spent bullet that didn’t 
even break the skin. 

A few days later Tracy and Sam 
wiped out a Nicaraguan Federal regi- 
ment. The revolutionary column had 
taken a town so swiftly that the teleg- 
rapher was shot before he could flash 
out the news. They found on his desk 
a telegram he had just received, no- 
tifying the town commandant that a 
regiment .-sent by President Zelaya 
would reach there by train that night 
to meet the rebels. 

On the two far ends of the open 
plaza that fronted the train platform. 
Richardson and Dreben mounted two 
machine guns, behind sandbags, cam- 
ouflaged with shrubbery. With each 
aiming at the end of the platform 
farthest from him, their line of fire 
was the deadly X, that, except at the 


exact center, gives four lines of flying 
bullets for charging troops to cross. 
With helpers and loaded belts, they 
crouched hidden as the military train 
rolled in at dusk. The regiment de- 
trained and fell in, preparatory to 
marching. Richardson and Dreben 
opened fire. Back and forth they 
swept their gun muzzies. When the fir- 
ing ceased, that regiment had been an- 
nihilated. 

! Then came the incredible episode of 
Tracy Richardson's single-handed cap- 
ture of Managua, the capital. The 
revolutionists had taken Granada with 
desperate hand-to-hand, house-to- 
house fighting. They had started the 
long march to Managua. Tracy was 
riding far ahead of the column, to get 
away from the dust. Ahead of him he 
saw acity. He didn’t know what it 
was. 


E RODE into the suburbs, a 
LY curious country boy from Mis- 

sourl. Just as he saw a sign 
that let him know he was in Managua, 
a squad of Federal soldiers command- 
ed by a young Lieutenant rushed out 
and surrounded him. 

Cold poker bluff was his only 
chance. He made it table stakes. He 
had learned some rough-and-ready 
Spanish on the way up. 

“Tl am a messenger from the com- 
mander of the revolution to your com- 
manding General,’’ he said calmly. 
“Take me to him.” 

The biuff worked. The Missouri 
youngster was taken before the mill- 
tary commander of Managua. 

“General Luis Mena has sent me to 


you to give you a chance for your life,” 
Tracy Richardson told him. ‘‘Managua 
is surrounded at this minute. We out- 
number you ten to one. We have ar- 
tillery and machine guns. You know 
what happened at Granada. General 
Mena has no desire,to kill his broth- 
er Nicaraguans without need. Surren- 
der to me and he spares your lives. Re- 
fuse and take the consequences.”’ 

The commander of Managua knew 
what had happened at Granada. He 
thought for a moment—and then sur- 
rendered the city to one Missouri kid! 

Tracy Richardson ordered hin to as- 
semble all his men under arms. Then, 
at Tracy’s order, the men marched to 
the cuartel, pilea their arms in the 
cells, marched out unarmed, an offi- 
cer locked the cuartel and gave Tracy 
Richardson the key. 

“The hardest job I had,” he said 
afterward, ‘‘was to keep myself from 
shivering and sweating until the revo- 
lutionary column came up!’’ 

Zelaya fled. Estrada was declared 
President. Tracy was given $5000 
gold for his services. He speculated 
in Nicaraguan exchange, then fluctu- 
ating wildly, and made it $16,000. 
Then he sailed for New Orleans, or- 
dered a wardrobe from the city’s most 
expensive tailors and started a career 
in which wine, women and song played 
their time-honured purts. The $15,000 
lasted two months! 

“What the hell,” said Tracy. 
“There's always a revolution on some- 
where down there. They need ma- 
chine-gunners."’ 

He was right. A little later he was 
fighting under Lee Christmas in Span- 
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ed Manuel Ronilla was the new Presi- 
dent. Three months later Tracy was 
broke again. 

He joined Sam Dreben in El Paso. 
The Orozco-Salazar revolution was 
brewing in Mexico. They joined it for 
$590 gold a month and a $1000 bonus 
foF-each battle. They helped steal an 
old Civil War muzsie-loading cannon 
in an El Paso park and snake it 
across the Rio Grande. An El Paso 
foundry cast round iron cannon balls 
for it; an El Paso machine shop 
turned them on a lathe. Wooden wa- 
gon-axle and wheels and a wooden 
trail completed the artillery of that 
revolution, with blasting powder and 
miners’ fuse.

One rumor had it that White 
had ‘‘double-crossed’’ a partner 
in crime, James ‘Fur’ Sammons, 
who, after an extensive career as 
a fugitive from justice, has been 
sentenced to life imprisonment in 
Indiana as an habitual criminal. 
The story went that Sammons and 
White shared a joint safe deposit 
box, in which was some $8: 900 in 
currency, the profit chiefly from 
one large hold-up, that of the In- 
ternational Harvester Company’s 
payroll. Sammons, in jail, called 
on White for a considerable share 
of this money, with which to pre- 
pare his legal defense. White decid- 
ed to keep the whole sum. 


HERE were enough reasons 

why White should have been 

killed. He had outlived the aver- 

age gangster’s span of life, was in fact 

a hoary 43, with 25 years of crime be- 

hind him. It is worth while glancing 

briefly at the caréer of this amateur 
movie maker. 

Still in his teens, he left an Iowa 
farm, where he had had two fingers 
mangled in a threshing machine, to 
find excitement and easy money in the 
city. He banded together with five 
other toughs to form what police 
called ‘‘the dead-shot gang of doormat 
thieves.”’ They stole milk from door- 
steps and mail from mail boxes in the 
beginning, graduating to major crimes 
as they grew tougher and older. 
George ‘“‘Red”’ Barker was one of the 
most notorious members of this gang, 
most of whom got into the big money. 

White was sentenced to Joliet Pen- 
itentiary in 1919 for robbery and was 
paroled in 1925. Arrested in Kansas 
City in the summer of the same year, 
he succeeded in eluding the law. On

A party on a penthouse 
terrace is the next se- 
quence in this cinematic 
history of a big shot. The 
terrace is furnished in 
ultra modern furniture 
and the camera catcher 
the glittering skyline of 
New York, the Chrysler 
Building, the Empire 
State, all the familiar 
peaks and pinnacles. This 
sequence has a high de- 
gree of sex appeal in the person of a 
platinum blonde who looks something 
like Jean Harlow. There is a table 
covered with bottles and glasses and 
dis’ os with ice cubes.

There is much horse- 
play. The blonde sits first on the lap 
of Klondike O'Doiunell and then on the 
lap of White, and kisses them. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Charles 
Dougherty is of the opinion that this 
part of the film was made on top of 
the Hotel New Yorker. He is checking 
the hotel records to discover whether 
or not. White may have been there. 
Later the party is shown in a high- 
powered motor launch in the Hudson 
River, with the Bear Mountain Bridge 
in the distance. The blonde has her 
arms around White. One of the men 
is careful to keep his face covered with 
his hat, and this is characteristic of 
other figures who come into one or an- 
other of the nine reels. Dougherty 
points out the way in which White ap- 
parently had contacts at every place 
he went. 


ERHAPS the most revealing 
Pircenes are those taken in Cicero, 
the Chicago suburb which has 
for 80 long been dominated by the 
Capone gang, first under Al Ca- 
pone himself .and since his im- 
prisonment under the Heutenants who 
took his place. The scenes in Cicero 
show notorious criminals saunter- 
ing through the streets, in some in- 
stances the guns they carry apparent. 
There are quite a number of Cicero 
shots made in and around the garage 
of Joseph Bergl, who, according to Chi- 
cago detectives, is said to have created 
the armored cars that have been the 
pride and joy of many a gangster’s 
heart. Here, in one sequence, are a 
group of men, White and one or two 
other big shots, the rest of theu. 
“punks,” lolling against White's big 
car, laughing, clowning. Along comes 
a little fellow, unidentified by the po- 
lice, pulls out a thick roll of bills and 
begins to pay off the hangers-on. This 
is on the sidewalk of a main street in 
Cicero. 

According to detectives who have 
studied the film, Bergl is one of the 
men who appear in this sequence. 
Down the street come six young girls 
dressed in slovenly pajamas. The cam- 
era is trained on them for a moment. 
They laugh and call back, the men grin 
and nudge each other. So life goes 
on in Cicero. 

There are quite a few scenes of 
rather homely family existence, made. 
it is helieved, in a Chicago suburb. 
The characters are a man and wife in 
the thirties, their little boy about 3. an 
elderly woman and an elderly man.

the cruiser was sunk.

Bell Lab- 
oratories had already designed 
sensitive microphones that would 
transmit practically the entire 
range required, and only minor 
modifications were needed. to 
make them entirely suitable. 
“This was not true of the am- 
plifiers. There had to be devel- 
oped amplifiers which would faith- 
fully transmit all frequencies from 
35 to 16,000 cycles at le, Is from 
the burely audible pianissimo ef- 
fects to the resounding orchestral 
erashes of 19,000,000 times 
greater power; and all the pieces 
of apparatus had to be so designed 
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that even during intervals of com- 
plete silence not the slightest 
noise would be introduced to sug- 
gest the presence of electrical ap- 
paratus. 

“Of even greater difficulty pos- 
sibly was the design of suitable 
loud-speakers. It is not practicable 
to obtain the entire frequency 
range with a single unit, and so 
two types of loud-speakers are 
used. One, somewhat resembling 
the horns used for sound pictures, 
is employed for the frequencies 
from 35 to 300 cycles; and an- 
other type for the range from 300 
to 16,000 cycles. These loud-speak- 
ers are different from anything 
previously produced commercially. 
Never before have these elements 
fulfilled such difficult require- 
ments of frequency range and vol- 
ume. ... The diaphragm of the 
low frequency element in the new 
loudspeaker has been made nearly 
Seven times larger than that of 
the elements used ordinarily for 
sound picture reproduction. By 
these diaphragms a large column 
of air is set in motion. 

“The ordinary loud-speaker also 
becomes directional in its churac- 
teristics at the higher frequencies. 
Low frequency sounds spread in 
all directions from the mouth of 


the horn, but the higher frequen- 
cles tend to concentrate into a 
beam projected directly ahead of 
the horn; and the width of the 
beam becomes narrower and nar- 
rower as the frequency increases. 
Because of this, the audience in a 
hall equipped with ordinary loud- 
speakers, never hears quite the 
proper blending of frequencies. 


eal Beste directly in front of 
the horn receive too great 
a proportion of the higher 
frequencies, those on the sides 
receive tuo much of the low fre- 
quencies. To avoid this, the horn 
of each high-frequency element is 
divided into 16 diverging rec- 
tangular sections which spread 
the sound over an arc of 60 de- 
grees vertically and one of 60 de- 
grees horizontally. Two of these 
units placed side by side thus 
spread the sound over a horizontal 
angle of 120 degrees—a far wider 
coverage. than has been obtained 
before and one which distributes 
the sound throughout the audi- 
torium with a faithful blending of 
the frequencies.”’ 

As to details of the construc- 
tion of the new apparatus, particu- 
larly the new loud-speakers, the 
company is reticent.

The United States had taken 
Vera Cruz to foree Huerta to sa- 
lute the American flag and apolo- 
gize for the arrest of United States 
Navy mail orderlies ashore at 
Tampico. When, finally, the 
Americans withdrew without get- 
ting either the apology or the sa- 
lute, Richardson went to El Paso. 
There, in 4n obscure saloon in the 
Mexican quarter, one night, he ran 
across Pancho. Villa on a private 
drinking bout. With him was his 
aide, the assassin Colonel Fierro, 
known as ‘The Butcher.” Villa 
was drunk and boasting and the 
crowd was grinning. 

‘We have raped American wo- 
men, killed American men and 
taken American property,’’ bel- 
lowed Villa. ‘‘Tell me, what will 
make an American fight?” 

Richardson drew ae revolver, 
walked quietly up and jammed 
the muzzle against Villa’s paunch. 

“If either of you move a hand,”’ 
said Tracy to Villa and Fierro, 
‘Pancho Villa will be dead. Now,

you ——.,”’ and he flung a hand- 
ful of blistering Spanish insults in 
Villa’s face, ‘‘make public apol- 
ogy so everybody can hear you and 
tell them you are a cheap thief.”’ 

It came hard, but Villa took his 
orders. Still holding the pistol 
level with Villa’s stomach, Rich- 
ardson backed out and escaped 
in the dark. 

The World War had broken out 
while Tracy was in Vera Cruz. He 
decided to join the Canadian 
forces, since there was no opening 
in Latin America. So he went to 
Montreal and enlisted as a private 
of machine gunners with the fa- 
mous Princess Pat regiment. He 
was one of 14 out of his company 
to come back alive, and he came 
back with the Victoria Cross for 
breaking up a German attack with 
a machine gun, single-handed. 

On the Somme, Tracy was 
caught by a shrapnel burst in the 
artillery fire, preparatory to a Ger- 
man attack and was sent back to 
base hospital to die. He began to 
recover and was sent to England. 
He recovered completely; then he 
applied for aviation training. .He 
emerged a Junior Lieutenant of 
the British Navy, a naval aviator, 
and flew the North Sea patrol 
until the United States entered the 
war. Then he was permitted to 
resign his commission, so he could 
join the American forces. He 
qualified as an Awerican naval 
aviator and spent the remainder of 
the war at St. Jean du Mont, in 
France, training flying cadets. 


E NEVER could settle down 
H ete: the war. He cruised 

timber in the tropics, joined 
several tropical exploring expe- 
ditions. He went back to New Or- 
leans. There, in 1922, he shot 
and killed John Murphy, but was 
exonerated as one who killed in 
self-defense.

was shocked to find out that Mrs. 
Margaret Adams Bok was in Reno, 
suing her husband for divorce on 
the grounds of cruelty. There was 
also the matter of a property set- 
tlement and the custody of the 
three children, Benjamin Plum- 
mer, 7; Margaret Welmoet, 8, and 
Derek Curtis, 3. The decree was 
granted quickly and the settle- 
ment wus arranged without trou- 
ble. What had brought about the 
rift? Was it the fact that he had 
spent months discussing capital- 
ism and communism with prole- 
tarians and peasants in far-away 
Russia? Was it his Communist 
sympathies? Or was it, as was 
whispered, a Russian girl who had 
captivated the millionaire even 
more than the red theories? 

Bok was confronted with the 
question. He said that there was 
no Russian girl in his -life. 

In the meantime, the Interscho- 
lastic Forum of Central High 
School invited Bok to address the 
group. Strangely enough, permis- 
sion was refused by the schoo! au- 
thorities, and Dr. John L. Haney, 
the principal, gave as the reason 
the fact that the talk was not 
properly sponsored. However, the 
Interscholastic Forum had never 
had such trouble with any other 
speaker. 


HEY asked for a new date 
and were given one two 
weeks ahead. When that time 
camé, che talk was again can- 
celed, and this time Dr. Edwin 
C. Broome, Superintendent of 
Philadelphia Schools, openly de- 
clared that the schools were 
afraid of the spread of commu- 
nism.

That Stokowski is in favor of 
the plan no one doubts, for just 
now he is in the midst of a con- 
troversy which he started in Phil- 
adelphia by telling the audience 
at a recent youth concert to learn 
the words of the Communist ‘‘In- 
ternationale.’’
